113. The work did net meet with
public favor, chiefly by reason of Its
want of lyric beauty In tha voice parte.
It was an opera filled with strenuous
action and declamatory utterance, pro-
jected across the footllghU above aa
uneasy and at timet turbulent orches-
tral sea.

Operaa of tale kind generally fall,
and deservedly. Composers who lose
elltht of tho fact that tho business of
dramatic music Is to utter the great
emotions of a drama and that this can
only ho done In large musical forms
must go home and begin over. The
alory af Paolo and Fran caeca should
offer rich opportunities for broad lyric
expression, while at the aame time the
poem of D'AnnunzIo provides sufficient
room for Illustrated action and the
Quick play of brilliant conversation.
The production will be observed with
Interest, and every operagosr will hope
that It will give us a permanent addi-
tion to the repertory.

Orchettras are very sensitive plants.
It has long been believed that one of
the most difficult performances In thla
world Is the production of a favorable
balance at the end of a season of
orchestral concerts.
